LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

SB 827, as introduced, Lowenthal. California Longitudina Pupil
Achievement Data System.

Existing law establishesthe California Education Information System,
which consists of the California Longitudinal Pupil Achievement Data
System (CALPADS) and the California Longitudinal Teacher Integrated
Data Education System. Existing law requires the State Department of
Education to contract for the development of proposalsthat will provide
for the retention and analysis of longitudinal pupil achievement data,
known as CALPADS.

This bill would state the intent of the L egislature to enact legidlation
that would improve CALPADS.
